Breckinridge made over to him all her earthly 
possessions, about $40,000 in all, including 
the insurance upon her late husband's life, 
inorder that he a make a proper de- 
tense. She now understandsthat she has 
been deceived and financially ruined, beside 
being subjected to unspeakable humiliation. 
She denies herself to ali callers, except a few 
intimate friends, and she never goes out 
with Col, Breckinridge. One of the state- 
ments made by Col. Breekinoridge on the 
stand. was that nis idea in keeping secret the 
marriage between himself and Mrs. Wing, 
was that his wife might have an opportunity 
to make friends with his children before the 
marriage was publicly announced. Miss 
Pollard was in New York only a few days 
previews to the ceremony, and the friends of 

rs. Breckinridge now assert that the Col- 
onel kept the marriage a secret to prevent 
any interference on the part of Miss Pollard.

OFFICER. DUNDON’S EVIDENCE ALSO 
AGAINST THE ACGUSED OFFICIAL. 


The Fight in Mme. Bilack’s House as De- 
scribed by Her and Belle Raymond— 
Both the Raymond Woman and Po- 
cock Fined—Pocook Takes an Appeal. 


The cases of Henry J. Pocock, the City 
„ and Belle Raymond, who are 
charged with disturbing the peace of Nel- 
lie Black of 2i4 Chestnut street, were 
called for trial this morning in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, but the pro 
ecuting witness, Mme. Black, 
to answer when her name was called, and 
Judge Morris and Prosecutor Clover held 
a conference, the result of which 
wab the Passing down of the 


cases until 11 o’clock, pending the 
execution of an attachment which was 
issued for the missing witness. Mr. 
Pocock an 4 me Raymond were 
present in court, the former’s counsel, 
Mr. James O’ Brien of the law firm of O’Brien 
& Gerner being also on hand. Mr, 
Thumas B. Harvey, counsel for Mme. 
Black, was not present, however. 4 
telepone message was sent to his office and 
word was sent back that Mr. Harvey would 
be on hand when the case came upat 11 
o’clock, a 
MISS BLACK ON THE STAND. 

When the case was ré-called Miss Biack 
and Jesse Richardson, one of the inmates of 
her house, were present and with Mr. 
Harvey in the prosecutor’s chair, the case 
proceeded to trial. Miss Black was 


laced on the stand. She testified 

hat Mr. PoctckK had been in her house half 
an hour or so. and was in the bath-room on 
the second floor when Belle Raymond entered 
and walked intothe back parlor where she 
was sitting onthe plano stool. Mͤiss Ray- 
mond, she said, gan to abuse me and 
called me vile names. She struck me 
and knocked me down. When I got up Miss 
Raymond seized an empty beer bottle and 
was rushing at me to strike me. Then Mr. 
Pocock came down S&tairs and, entering 
the back parior where we were, seized me by 
the throat. I had a police whistle and 
caused an alarm to be raised and Ofücer 
Danaher camein. He took both Mr. Pocock 
and Miss Raymond into eustody, and I pre- 
ferred charges against them.’’ 

Officer Danaher twok the stand and testified 
to the fact that when he entered the house 
Miss Black told him of the fight, and, show- 
ing her neck where it was inflamed, said that 
Mr. Pocock had choked ber. 

Jesse Richardson, the next witness, testi- 
fed to thearrival of the defendants at the 
house and then spoke of the fight. She said 
that the Raymond woman abused Nellie 
Black and then picked up a ‘bottle to strike 
her. On cross-examination it was found she 
knew only, little of the affair besides*what 
had been told to her. : 


POCOCK ON THE BTAED. 

Her evidence closed ti, eitr's case and Mr. 
Pocock took the stand for the defense. He 
said: I nad been in Mme. Black's house 
a half hour about beforethe fight occurred. 


Tt was in the bath-room up-stairs and did not 
know Miss Kaymond bud come into the 
house. I heard no noise. I went down stairs 
and into the front parlor. Then I heard the 
quarreling. At first I did not intend to inter-. 
fere, but on second thought I tarned and 
looked into the back parior. I saw the Black 
woman lying on the floor between the piano 
stool and the piano. As I entered the room 
she got on her feet and grabbed a beer bottle 
off a table near by. I told the Raymond 
woman to leave, and as she was going the 
Black woman raised the bottle to strike her. 
I rushed in and grabbed the bottleand so 
did the Raymond woman, 2 let go 
together. 1 did not choke Miss Black nor 
strike her, Her statement is absolutely 
talse. 
BELLE RAYMOND’S GESTIMONY. 

After a close examination by Mr. Harvey, 
Mr. Pocock was relieved and Belle Raymond 
testined. She told of the Black woman owing 
hor a bill from the time she was a boarder in 


ber house, and said that she went there to 
collect the bill. she thought also, or had an 
idea, that Mr. Pocock was there, 
When she spoke to Miss Black, 
she sald the latter called her vile names and 
she retorted in a like manner. Finally she 
struck Miss Black, and the latter tripped 
and fell. Mr. Pocock appeared on the 
scene about and while 
I Was startin the back 
parlor door, Miss Black seized the bottle 
with an oath. She tried tostrike me, but i 
grabbed the bottle and \ir. Pocock did like- 
wise.

They are grieved by the failure of one of the 
Senate’s most dignified, important and re- 
sponsible committees to rise to the oppor- 
tunity intrusted to the distinguished ability 
of its members when the pending tariff 
bill was referred to their judicial 
scrutiny and expert revision. It was hoped, 
and with apparent reason for the hope, that 
when this bil] entered the Senate it would be 
rectified as to its absurdities, softened as to 
its asperities, broadened out of its sectioral- 
iam, atvorced from its narrow partisanship, 
barmonized asto its inconsistencies, made 
straight. instead of devious, and from 
the mysterious recesses of the -retort 
of so-called sub-committees, from the 
superheated furnace of a party caucus 
and from the seething caldron of the 
full responsible majority of the Committee 
on Finance it would at last emerge purified 
of its dross, annealed and nickel-hardened 
upon its seamed and scarred surface, and so 
freed from all defects and dangers as to 
stand before usa measure which could be 
adopted with practical unanimity, because it 
would give the business interests of this 
country tranquillity by taking for at least an 
appreciable period the tariff out of politics. 
AN IDEAL SOLUTION. 

„That would bean ideal solution of this 
great question, which would inaugurate an 
era of peace and herald the turn of prolonged 
prosperity. But, instead of thus putting an 
end to these internecine raids upon domestic 
industries, which intervais, closely asso- 
ciated with political changes, have cost this 
country more than all the military wars 
which ever in any generation since the revo- 
lation has paidso dearly, we now see the 
party which is in full control of the legislative 
and executive branches of the Government 


threaten the country with a measure which 
has been Gescribed as sectional, partisan, 
blundering, discriminating and unjust. The 
inevitable result is the paralysis of business, 
the halting of trade, the suspension of pur- 
chases, the stoppage of production, the dep- 
rivation of thousands of their usual means 
of ifvelinood and an incredible shrinkage of 
value. 

„There never has been a tariff law enacted 
that was not preceded by more or jess confu- 
sion in the delicate and complicated ma. 
chinery of dGomestic production, internal 
trade and foreign exchange. If this be true, 
when the tariff is revised by friends of Amer- 
ican industry, when the customs schedules 
are adjusted in accordance with an estab- 
lishea principle, and in harmony with a well 
defined system of coliecting revenue so as to 
protect American enterprise and iabor 
from foreign pauper competition, how much 
more enormous do these evil results de- 
come when the tariff is to be disturbed, 
not in the interest of domestic, but of foreign 
industry, not with the welfare of the whole 
common country in view, but for the benefit 
ofa section, not with the purpose of provid- 
ing revenue in accordance with an intelll- 
gent plan, perfected by years of experience 
and familiarin its general principles to all 
the peopte, but in a fashion which at oue 
stage of the proposed legislation offers an in- 
creased deficiency to an already depleted 
treasury,and at another stage involves a 
surplus derived in part from a br kfast ta- 
ble, and in greater part from th®offensive 
inquisition into the private fortunes of indi- 
viduals and an inequitable discouragement 
to that thrift which ilies atthe basis of both 
national character and national wealth? 

APPLICATION OF A THEORY. 

The McKinley act was nota principle; it 
was an experimental application of a theory. 
The exact result ofits operations could not 
safely be predicted, Decause no one could un- 
derstand with absolute precision the exact 
measure of protection which it would extend 
to each article catalogued in its hundreds of 
paragraphs. The McKinley bill was designed 
as an exemplication of the Republican idea 
of what fostgring encouragement was due to 
American capital and Americano labor. Kk 
was not perfect, nor considered by its authors 
to be perfect. ö 

No ouse iu this chamber can be decetved 
by this mcngrel measure. In its original 
form the bill came fromthe inner shrine of 
the Democratic party. It was the emana- 
tion of its Deity, and too sacred to be defiled 
by earnest opposition. In the other branch 
of Congress, therefore, it received the votes 
of many wbo, during its discussion, had 
protested most vociferously against its de- 
structive effect upon their constituents. 

The same superstitious devotion may ul- 
timately be witnessed in this body. The 
fetich comes before us from the Committee 
on Finance in strange form, bearing amend- 
ments, the insertion of which defies reason- 
able explanation and which cannot be 
twisted into symmetry with the original. 
They will probably disappear in the Commit- 
tee on Conference, if conference is reached, 
as mysteriously as they appeared in the Com- 
mittee on Finance. a 


GRAVE MONETARY PROBLEM. 
Should the pending measure become a law 
a grave monetary problem will immediately 


confront the American people. We may, 
with occasional distress, accept the money 
standard. Buta foreign commercial policy 
cannot be appended to a foreign financial 

licy without practical sacrifice of our au- 
onomy and a return to a colonial dependa- 
ence upon Great Britain. The contemplation 
ofsuch a probability leads to the suggestion 
of bimetallism. But bimetalism would not 
meet the monetary exigency which would 
confront the country upon an abolition ofthe 
customs tariff. Bimetallism can be sustained 
by noone nation. It is only possible by an 
agreement between all leading governments 
ofthe world in armed convention. If pro- 
tection by customs must fall, I apprehend 
that silver monometallism in the New World 
is necessarily precedent to bimetallism in 
the Old World,’’

BETTER TRAIN SERVICE. 

The Commercial Club’s movement to se- 
cure for this city a better train service be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago and St. 
Louis and Kansas City is full of beneficial! 
promise. 

The train service has already been im- 
proved between these cities, but St. Louis 
has reaped none of the benefits of the im- 
provement. The old iron-clad schedule 
of morning afd evening trains has been 
broken in favor of both Chicago and Kan- 
sas City, but still clings to St. Louis 
and hampers her progress. The discrim- 
ination against St. Louis in this respect is 
marked, Although the arrival and depart- 
ure time of trains is unchanged in this city 
Chicago has the benefit of midday trains 
which leave later in the morning and ar- 
rive earlier in the afternoon. One can 
stay in Chicago until 11 O’clock and 
reach St. Louis at the usual time 
in the evening. So one can leave 
St. Louis in the morning and reach Chi- 
cago early enough in the afternoon for the 
transaction of business. Kansag City also 
enjoys the advantage of mid-day trains. 

On the other hand not one step of 
progress has been made in St. 
Louis towards the distribution of 
trains during the day. The schedules 
remain practically as they always have 
been—8 or 9 o’clack mornings and8 or9 
o’clock evenings. The trains arrive and 
leave morning and evening at such hours 
as compel travelers to go through the city 
without leaving the depot or spending any 
time in the city. 

St. Louis meeds a better service and de- 
serves a better service. The interviews 
with leading citizens in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH show a general realization of 
this need. The right sort of work will se- 
cure this improvementin railroad facili- 
ties and place St. Louison an equal foot- 
ing with her competitors.

Statistics prove how harmless and idle are 
the apprehensiofis of foreign competition 
with the coal supply of this country. Last 
year the exports of coal amounted to 4, 797,948 
tons, an increase ot 1 ,100,989 tons over the ex- 
ports of 1892. The average value was $3.51 a 
ton. The imports of coal in 1893 amounted to 
1,241,028 tons, at an average value of $3.30a 
ton at ports of delivery, and most of this 
product was to the Pacific Coast section. The 
fact that Pacific Coast consumers paid an 
additional tax of 75 cents a ton shows how 
grievous a burden the tariff duty is. Their 
tribute to the subsidized interests was $930,- 
771, not a penny of which found its way 
into the pockets of the miner or wage-éarner 
inthisor any other country. The dealer 
added the tax when he sold the coal as a fur- 
In the year 1893 
there were 183,422,710 tons of coal mined in 
the United states, an increase of 3,083,693 tons 
over 1892, despite business depression. Of 
this total Pennsyivania contributed 99,036,095 
tons, In 1891, the last year for which figures 
are given, Great Britian mined 183, 479, 126 
tons, and this indicates that the day of su- 
premacy in coal production in England and 
Wales bas passed away.

.New Tonk, April 14.—Gen. Henry W. Slo- 
cum died at his residence in Brooklyn after 
about a week 's illness of pneumonia, 

Gen. Slocum was bora in Delphi, Onon- 
daga Co., N. I. . Sept. 24, 1827. He was 
therefore in bis 67th year. He was graduated 
at the United States Military Academy in 1852, 
and was appointed second Lieutenant in the 
First Artillery. He was ordered to Florida 
the same year and was promoted First Lieu- 
tentant in 1855. He resigned his commission 
in October, 1856, and engaged in the practice 
ot law at Syracuse, N. I. He was a member 
of the State Legislature in 1859, and at the 
opening of the war he tendered his services. 
On May 21, 1861, he was appointed Colonel of 
the 27th New York Volunteers, and he com- 
manded this regiment at the 
battle of Bull Run, on July 21, 
when he was severely wounded. 
On Aug. 9, 1861, he was commissioned Briga- 
dier-General of Volunteers, and was assigned 
to the command of a brigade in Gen. William 
B. Franklin’s division of the army of the 
Potomac. Im the Virginia peninsula cam- 
paign of 1862, Gen. Slocum was engaged in 
the siege of Yorktown and the action at 
West Point, Va. Ue succeeded to the com- 


mand of the division on May 5, 182, 
on Franklin’s assicnment to the 6th Corps. 
At the battle of Gaines’ Mills, June 27. 1562, 
Gen. Slocum was sent with hi 
division to re-enforce Gen. Fitz-John 
Porter, Who was then severely pressed by 
the enemy. Gen. Slocum rendered important 
service on this occasion, and also at the 
battles of Glendale and Maivern III. 
his division accompanying the rightof the 
main line at both engagements. Gen. 
Slocum was promoted to the rank of 
Major-General of Volunteers, July 4, 

and he engaged In the second battle of 

Run.

Prominent Merchants Discuss the Neces- 
sity for Noonday Trains Between 8t. 
Louis and Chicago and St. Louis and 
Kansas City- Advantages Which Such 
Services Would Give to St. Louis. 


The Mercantile Olab will take an active 
partinthe agitation for an improved train 
service from St. Louts to Chicago and from 
St. Louis to Kansas City. It has already dis- 
cussed the petition referred to in yesterday’s 
Post-DiIsPaATCH, and many of the members 
have signed it. In addition the club has ap- 
pointed Mr. D. C. Ball to act in conjanction 
with the Transportation Committee of the 
clubin the collection of data to be used in 
enforcing the demand. Ex-President J. B. 
Case, referring to the necessary routine of 
securing such a concession, said: 

J. B. CASE’S PLAN OF ACTION, 

„„When we wanted the improved train 
service to suburban points on the Missouri 
Pacific, I found that a vast deal of running 
and inquiry was needed. -I first got at the 
train crews, particularly the conductors, 
and found outhow the working force was 
disposed, and how much additional help 
would be needed to give us what we wanted, 
I discovered thatone more crew, with a dif- 
ferent arrangement of the runs, would be all 
that would be required. ThenIsought out 
the freight crews and learned how the 
freight trains were run out, and how the 
improved service could be established with- 
out interfering in the least with the freight 
traffic of the line. Towards the last I called 
upon the officials of the road, and by show- 
ing them that we were perfectly familiar 
with the situation we secured favorable con- 
sideration. That,in my judgment, is the 
proper way to go about securing any similor 
reform. First establish its feasibility with- 
out too great additional expense, and then 
you can broach the feature of public accom. 
modation. 

And the chief benefit to be derived by St. 
Louis from the establishment of this train 
service,’’ contined Mr. Case, is through 
Keeping the city before the people of a new 
section. Whenever you can get the people to 
reading the papers ofa city, you are in a fair 
way to secure some of their trade. And 
that’s what we want this new service for, as 
muchas anything—to carry the afternoon 
papers—whicnh the country people read most 
—to the towns of Missouri and Illinois that 
are tributary tothiscity. And while I will 
admit that the greater benefit is perhaps to 
be derived from the establishment of an im- 
proved service between here and Kansas 
City, I think there is also much to be gained 
by cultivating closer relations with Illinois 
towns.’ 

THE CITY DEMANDS IT. 

As understand it the object of the pro- 
posed new service is to enable St. Louis peo- 
ple to spend half a day in Ohicago and Chi- 
cago people to spend half a day here without 


putting in anight on the cars, said Mr. 
Breckenridge Jones. and 1 know tat to 
many the necessity of spending twoniguts in 
a sleeping-carforone day’s stay in Uhicago 
is exceedingly distastetul. lam heartily in 
favor of the new service. 

President George D. Barnard did not want 
to commit himself in favor of the scheme 
until he had figured it all out. Let's see, 
he mused, you leave here Friday afternoon 
and you reach Chicago on Friday night; and 
then you leave Chicago Saturday afternoon 
and you get home Saturday night, without 
having had tospend a night on the cars. 
Yes, that’s improvement. You are one 
night, instead of two, away from home, ana 
yet you wet practically a day in Chicago. 
And don’t forget that the Cnicago and the 
Kansas City man have the same privilege, 
which is still more, perhaps, to our pur- 
pose. 

**The theory is a splendid one, was the 
first comment of Mr. Goodman King. 1 
have always felt that St. Louis, dy reason of 
her peculiar situation, and pecultar condi- 
tions of transportation, was made simply a 
way station of by the great bulk of passen- 
— carried by her lines; that people were 

rougut in in the morning and evening in 
time to connect with out-going trains, and 
even if they were disposed to spend a few 
hours they were not giventhe opportunity. 
They have been carried through the city 
practically without delay. In this way St. 

uis loses the opportunity of entertaining 
the pie through her 
gates—even for a short time—and 
this is scarcely the case with 
any other 1 — in the United States. 
Thus, travelers form no conception of the 
prosperity and magnificence of the city, nor 
of her spiendid tacilities for the transaction 
of business or the pursuit of pleasure. If 
these points were more generally known, it 
would result in the enhancement of the value 
first of all of the hotel and carriage business; 
and the general acquaintance of the people 
with the resources of our people would in 
time give St. Louis that desirable reputation 
with the traveling public, and especially 
with the tourist class, that her merit de- 
serves.’

The Coxey Army Encountering the 
Heaviest Part of Its Route 


GRANTSVILLE, Md., April 16. — The members 
of the little army of the commonweal, which 
is slowly but surely moving on to Wasaing- 
ton, passed a fairly comfortable night, con- 
sidering it from their ‘standpoint. The 
trip of the past three days has been a won- 
derful test of physical endurance on man 
and beast. 

Walle the men have borne up bravely, even 
attempting to keep up their spirits with song 
and jest while wading in the snow and mud, 
with the storm penetrating their rags with 
ease, the horses have been the greatest suf- 
ferers. From the start two horses have been 
attached to the commissary, band and sup- 
piy wagons, The long march had told on 
the animals before Uniontown was reached, 
but when the climbing of the mountains had 
begun the poor creatures were barely able to 
strugsle along. 

It was thought at one time Thursday that 
the wagons could not be brought to this 
town. The panorama wagon horse gave 
completely outand was removed, and the 
Texas pony, Princess, used by Oklohoma 
Sam, was harnessed up. 

All day Thursday the army straggled along 
for over two miles on the national pike. 
Each ofthe five communes is placed inthe 
rear of the wagons. Thus, as the march 
progressed, the horses dropped further and 
further to the rear, scattering the forces to 
an unusual degree. 

The men regained spirits to-day, but they 
have so experienced the discomforts of 
mountain travelthat they rather dread the 
tramp of fourte@n miles to Frostburg, The 
road is reported tobe in a bad condition. 
This with ag other drawbacks to speedy 
traveling result in a consumption of at 
least five I * before the camp is settled 
for the night. 


SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


An Assassination Which Probably Grew 
Out of Jealousy. 


GALLATIN, Tenn., April 14.—A foul murder 
was committed upon one of the pub- 
lic thoroughfares of this city at 7 o’clock last 
night. There was only one witness to the 
deed and the facts are substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Collie Sceen, a domestic at the Howard 
Female College, war returning home from 
work accompanied by Lou Lyons. Asthey 
were gpproaching the corner of Whiteside. 


and Blythe streets two men were notieed by 
them on the opposite side of the street. 
Lyons and the woman bad proceeded only a 
short distance around the corner when a 
shot was red and Lyons fell dead, receiv- 
ing the contents of a double barrelled shot- 
gun in the neck and head. 

The assassins made their escape and have 
not been apprehended. No cause is assigned 
for the deed, but it is supposed to bea case 
of jealousy, ‘as Lyons and a man by the name 
of Clark were both paying attention to the 
Sceen woman. 

Suspicion rests upon Clark, as he was seen 
yesterday to be armed with a gun concealed 
in a sack and lurking inthe afternoon in the

Excitement is at a high pitch and open 
threats of lynching the culprit are made if 
he is caught.

INQUEST ON JOHN MUBRAY. 


His Murderer Is Still at Large and Un- 
known. 


The inquest was held to-day on the remains 
of John Murray, who died atthe City Hos- 
pital yesterday from the effectsof a bullet 
wound in the back, received last Monday 
morning at the foot of Arsenal street at the 
hands of an unknown pegro. The evidence 
showed that Murray accosted the three 
negroes with the remark that he heard they 
were robbers, and asked why they did not 
do some of their work just then. He had no 
sooner made this remark when oneof the 
negroes drew his gun and fred one shot. 
Murray then remarked: ‘‘Well, darned if 
you aidn’t shoot, and stooped to pick upa 
towel, which was lying on the ground. While 
in this position a second shot was fred and 
it nit him inthe small of the back. A ver- 
dict was rendere@to the effect that deceased 
had come to his death from a gunshot 
wound, caused by a bullet from a revolver 
in the hands of some unknown person. 

The police still have no clew to the perpe- 
trators of the deed, but are searching the 
slums in the hope ‘of running across the 
murderer. Murray was 4 years old, mar- 
ried, alaborerand lived at 1009 Elliot ave- 
nue.
